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1 . Claims 2, 3, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 9, 20, 23-29, 32-38, 41 and 42 are canceled claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 30, 31 , 39 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In independent claims 30 and 39, after the formula (IV) and formula (V), 
applicants recite, "wherein R 1 represents either ... or a group represented by the 
above general formula (II) . . ." There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claim (applicants need to draw the general formula (II) in both claims 30 and 39 
as those claims are now in independent forms). 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 1 0 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. In claim 10, which depends 
from present claim 1 , applicants recite that the component (A) of claim 1 is synthesized 
by reacting "a novolak resin" with the crosslinking agent of formula (VI). Since "a 
novolak resin" can mean any novolak resin, the reaction product of "a novolak resin" 
and the crosslinking agent of formula (VI) as claimed in present claim 10 fails to further 
limit the present resin (A) of claim 1 . 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



5. Claims 1 , 4-9, 13-18, 21 and 22 are allowed. As previously indicated, Adams et 
al does not teach or suggest present resin (A) of claim 1 or present 
poly(bissulfonyl)diazomethane photoacid generator of claim 15.
